YARD SALE ORDINANCE

Accepted March 20, 2001 Town Meeting

Section 1. Purpose. The purpose of this ordinance is to establish procedures for yard

sales.

Section 2. Definitions.Unless the context specifically and clearly indicates otherwise,
the meaning of terms used in this ordinance shall be as follows:

Yard sale: The term *“yard sale” shall include “garage
sale”, “tag sale”, “barn sale”, “flea market”, “lawn
sale”, and “rummage sale”. A yard sale is an event

by residents of a community to sell used and unwanted
personal goods.

Yard sales shall not be open for business more than
three (3) days during one (1) week, and no more than
six (6) sales per year on any single property or by any
resident. Yard sales shall be permitted between sunrise
and sunset only.

A fine of $100.00 per day will be placed on any person
that violates the yard sale ordinance after being
notified by the Code Enforcement Officer or an
authorized Town of Eddington representative.
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
